EXPLORING THE WORLD OF 

GRIZZLIES 












"A grizzly bear has definite 
signals," says Doug Peacock. He 
ought to know—he’s spent more 
than 20 years studying the bear 
that biologists call Ursus arctos 
horribilis. "For example, if a 
grizzly stands up on its rear legs 
and swings its head around," 
continues Peacock, "that doesn't 
mean it's going to hurt you. It 
just wants to see better. However, 
if the bear starts to woof, I usually 
back off slowly because it means 
the bear's getting nervous. 
[Peacock says he never turns his 
back on a bear.] If a grizzly 
begins slobbering, it means 
you're really bothering the bear. 
And if it makes a popping sound 
with its jaw, this is a worse sign. 

"Still," he adds, "you might be 
able to back out of there. But if 
the bear looks straight at you and 
its ears go back—you're in big 
trouble. The next thing you're 
going to see is flying fur coming 
your direction!” 

The grizzly is the most 
powerful land 
omnivore (plant- and 
meat-eater) on the face 
of the earth. 

It can weigh 
up to 1,100 pounds. 

The jaws of a full- 
| grown grizzly are 
| so strong that they can snap a 6- 
" inch-thick pine tree in two. "But 
| the major misconception about 
I grizzlies," says Peacock, "is that

highly intelligent 
creatures, grizzlies have 
been known to wait for a 
blizzard to travel to their 
winter hibernation dens. This 
lets them hide their tracks 
■ from would-be bear hunters. 


Native Americans 
viewed the grizzly, 
which they called "Real Bear," 
as a very special and magical 
creature. They would call on 
the spirit of the grizzly for 
help in healing and for 
courage and 
strength. 


^Grizzlies love 
to play. 

For example, Doug 
Peacock named a 
young grizzly 
"Happy Bear" 
because he would often 
amuse himself by blowing 
bubbles into a pond. 

Even fighting 
grizzlies 
have a kind of 
chivalry. 

If one bear stops 
fighting and 
turns away, the 
other bear will 
let it go without 
attack. 


they are fierce killers. The truth 
is, more people die of bee stings 
every summer than have died in 
all of recorded North American 
history from grizzly attacks! 

[There have been approximately 
20 recorded grizzly-related deaths 
since people began writing such 
things down.] Nineteen times 
out of 20,” explains Peacock, "if 
a bear sees you, it'll run away. 

The main danger is if you get 
between a mother grizzly and her 
cubs. A mother grizzly will do 
anything to protect her young. 

So, if you can 
demonstrateN:o 
her that you're 
not a threat, 
she'll leave 
you alone.” 
Peacock 
has his own 
ways of 
doing this. 

"If a grizzly comes at me, I 
stand still with my head 
turned to the side. Then I talk to 
the bear, really softly and calmly. 
I usually say whatever dumb 

things come into my mind 
like, 'Hey grizz. 
I'm just passing 
through...'" 

Once a grizzly 
has seen you, 
Peacock says, 
never run or try to 
climb a tree. Also, 
never look a bear 












right in the face, because to a 
grizzly that would be a challenge. 
Unfortunately, the size and the 
strength of the grizzly have not 
protected it from this continent's 
other powerful predator: man. 
The grizzly is now classified as 
"threatened" under the 
Endangered Species Act. "If we 
want to save the grizzly from 
extinction," says Peacock, 

"we're going to have to really 
work at it.” —Celeste Fremon 


Grizzlies were once 
common throughout the 
West. Today, they are 
mainly found in: 


Grizzlies can weigh more 
than half a ton, but their 
doesn't slow them down. 
For short distances, grizzlies 
can reach speeds of 20 to 30 
miles per hour. (For 
comparison, keep in mind that 
Olympic runner Carl Lewis 
reached a speed of 26.95 
miles per hour in the 1988 
Olympic Games.) And a 
National Park ranger once 
clocked a grizzly at an 
amazing 41 miles per hour! 
Grizzlies are quick climbers, 
too; they can follow you right 
up a tree.

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You may not 
know what a

the word might be easier to spell. 

' Naturalist and photographer 
I Kjell (pronounced shell) B. 

Sandved has found the alphabet 
1 and Arabic numerals in the 
I markings on the wings of 
Lepidoptera, or butterflies 
^and moths. 

Sandved's 
adventures 
started some 
30 years ago 


working as a museum volunteer. 

He discovered a dusty cigar box in 
the museum's attic that contained 
several specimens of butterflies 
and moths. (That is how butterfly 
collectors once recorded and 
preserved each sample.) To his 
amazement, Sandved found the 
shape of the letter "F" on the wings 
of a Riodinidae butterfly. Sandved 
photographed his discovery and 
kept the picture by his desk. 

Today Sandved travels the 
world photographing, never 
killing, these uniquely marked 
butterflies and moths. Sadly, 
however, the destruction of our 
rain forests, soil erosion and 
insecticides have caused the 
extinction of many species. 

The biggest reward for Sandved in 
his life-long adventure is when people 
I realize how important these flying 
/ insects are. His photographs may spell 
H-O-P-E for the butterflies that remain.

Harriet Tubman stood still in 
the dark, icy waters of Maryland's 
Choptank River. Dogs barked 
wildly in the distance, and 
Harriet, an escaped slave, knew

Henry "Box" Brown believed that the 
best way to ship a package was by rail—so 
much so that he used the rails to ship the 
most important thing he had: himself. 

A slave in Richmond, Virginia, before 
the Civil War, Henry asked a carpenter to 
build him the largest box that could be 
shipped by rail. One night Henry 
climbed in, and a friend nailed the box 
shut and addressed it to Philadelphia. 
Unfortunately, the railroad workers 
ignored the "This side up with care" label 
on Henry's hideaway, so he bounced 
upside down and sideways for much of . 
the 200-mile, 26-hour trip. 

3ut finally, Henry reached 
hiladelphia. Members of the Vigilance 
Committee (a group formed to help

Floats Free 

Henri Charriere 
called "Papillon" (French for 
butterfly) because 
of a butterfly 
tattoo on his 
chest. In 1931, 
the French 
government 
convicted the 25- 
year-old of murder 
and sent him to a 
prison in French 
Guiana, South America. 

But Papillon, who swore he was 
innocent, escaped by boat, traveling 1,800 
miles and living with jungle Indians. When 
caught again, he was banished to Devil's 
Island, 12 miles off the French Guiana coast. 
Because the surrounding waters were so 
treacherous, the guards there let prisoners 
walk freely. 

Big mistake. 

After more than a dozen years in prison, 
Papillon figured out that every seventh wave 
smashing into Devil's Island was strong 
enough to carry a person out to sea. He and 
a fellow prisoner named Sylvain tied up 
coconuts to make two rafts. Then, one day, 
they caught a big wave out. 

They floated under the scorching sun for 
two days until the currents pushed them 
toward the mainland. While Papillon waited 
for the tide to carry them in, the impatient 
Sylvain hurried toward the shore. Suddenly, 
he sank. Papillon waved and screamed, but 
quicksand sucked his friend down. 

Papillon finally floated the 
rest of the way to land, then 
made his way to 
Venezuela—and freedom.,

Not many people ask to be 
handcuffed and chained behind 
escape-proof prison bars. But for 
Harry Houdini, it was all in a 
day's work: He was the world's 
greatest escape artist. 

Houdini—whose real name was 
Ehrich Weiss— 
learned the first 
trick of his trade 
as a kid in the 
1880s. He was 
working for a 
locksmith when 
the police brought 
in a man wearing 
handcuffs with a 
key broken inside. 

Ehrich, using a 
piece of metal, 
picked the lock 
open. 

But Ehrich 
didn't stop at 
handcuffs. Starring as a 
magician, "Houdini" discovered 
that his escapes excited people 
most. (He took his stage name 
from a magician named Houdin.) 
He walked out of dozens of 
escape-proof jail cells. He 
wriggled free from chains and 
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straitjackets—even when hanging 
upside down over busy streets. He 
even escaped from a sealed coffin 
dumped into an icy river. 

Houdini did not have 
supernatural powers. He was just 
a great athlete who invented neat 
tricks—like hiding 
lock "picks" on his 
body, and building 
secret hatches into 
"escape-proof” 
coffins. In really 
tight spots, he 
could bend his 
body in weird ways 
to make his escape. 

Houdini used 
common sense, 
too. According to 
one report, he 
became trapped 
beneath an ice- 
covered river 
during an escape. The onlookers 
feared he had drowned. Suddenly, 
Houdini popped out of the hole he 
had jumped into. He said he had 
survived by pressing his nose to 
an inch of air beneath the ice— 
and swimming until he found 
the hole!

GETTING AN ANGLE 
ON RAINBOWS 

Rainbows in the sky have to 
be one of nature's coolest magic 
tricks. Think of it: They only 
appear when two opposites— 
rain and sunshine—are mixed 
together. One minute the sky is 
an ugly gray; the next instant, 
a wild band of colors is leaping 
across it. Not to mention how 
rainbows liven you up—almost 
magically—after long, dreary 
days of rain. 

Long a symbol of hope and 
good luck, rainbows are nature's 
promise of bluer skies ahead. 
You've heard of the Irish myth 
that a pot of gold can be found 
at the end of a rainbow. And 
remember Dorothy singing "Over 
the Rainbow" before her magical 
trip to Oz? 

Rainbows are created, 
strangely enough, by combining 


two colorless substances—air and 
water—and adding light. Apd 
just as there are different types 
of clouds, rainbows come in a 
variety of sizes and colors. 

Rainbows appear after a rain 
shower, in the fog, or in 
mist sprayed from a garden 
hose. Rainbows appear 
anywhere light shines into 
droplets of water at just the 
right angle. 

Raindrops in the air act 
like a crystal hanging in a 
sunny window. When 
sunlight, or white light— 
a combination of all the 
colors—shines through 
them, the raindrops sort 
the light into slightly 
different paths, or wave¬ 
lengths. Millions of 
raindrops, each reflecting 
a different color, form an 
arc of colors—a rainbow. 
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No two people ever see a 
rainbow in exactly the same 
way because we all view 
rainbows at slightly different 
angles. 

Not all rainbows show the 
same colors, either. When the 
raindrops are large, red, green 
and violet are the brightest 
colors, but there is little blue. As 
the droplets get smaller, the red 
fades and more pink and orange 
show at the edges. In fine mists, 
sometimes only violet appears.

FOR RAINBOWS 


RAINBOWS, NATURALLY... 



Rainbows occur when it 
rains and the sun shines 
at the same time. If you 
stand with your back to the 
sun, you will see a rainbow 
at an angle of about 42 
degrees above the shadow 
of your head. The shadow 
marks the “anti-solar point,” 
the direction opposite the 
sun. Measure degrees by 
standing with your arms in 
front of you and spreading 
your fingers as wide as you 
can. From thumbtip to the 
tip of your forefinger is 
about 20 degrees. 


...AND MAKING YOUR OWN 


If you’ve never seen a rainbow, 
you can always make your own. The 
best way is to take a water hose into 
the backyard in early morning or late 
afternoon. With your back to the 
sun, spray the water into a dark 
background (buildings, trees, bushes). 
The water drops will reflect the light 
and break it up into—you guessed 
it—every color of the rainbow. 

Inventors Ripley Golivan and Dr. 
Alistair B. Fraser of Philadelphia have 
made their own rainbow-making 
machine. They say that their fountain 
makes “real rainbows,” the kind you 
find in nature, not imitations made by 


shining colored lights on a spray of | 
water. The fountain, designed for 
backyards and public parks, can make ’ 
rainbows that can be seen from the 1 
front or back, day or night. A 
row of nozzles in the base 
sprays a curtain of water 
droplets upward. A
